DIRECTIONS FOR THE TEACHER. 


1. If a pupil is absent at the opening of the school in the morning put a perpendicular line (thus, |) in the 
upper part of the check for that day. All absence should be recorded and counted without regard to excuses. If he 
is present afterwards during the morning session, make a horizontal line across the top of the perpendicular (thus, T). 
The perpendicular line will indicate absence; the perpendicular and the horizontal lines united will indicate tardiness. 
Observe the same method for the afternoon session in the lower part of the check for the day. A record of the 


absence and tardiness should be carefully kept for each half day in all schools having two daily sessions. 


2. In the column of ‘* Deportment,” if the pupil’s general moral deportment, observance of the rules of the 
school and diligence in study, be ordinary, insert a zero (thus, 0); if below mediocrity, insert the sign minus 
(thus, —); if above mediocrity, insert the sign plus (thus, +).
